Mr. Kennedy was inclined to

A recent number of the Ameri- 


can Economist contains some val- 
uable inforunatior. regarding the 
Nicaragua Canal bill, at present 
before the United States Congress, 
and the effect of British opposition 
against its passage; also some in- 
teresting data concerning the St. 
Mary's Falls and Suez Canals. The 
article referred to is published in 
full below : 


It now seems measurably certain 
that thf Fifty-third Congress will not 
pass the Nicaragua Canal bill. The 
bTll will he delayed and obstructed by 
Its enemies, most of whom fear the 
general odium thai would follow its 
direct defeat. This apparently will 
be done in the service of the trade and 
commerce of Great Britain, and it

In general, the acquisition of Hawaii, 
and the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal—with a but. 


Tbe reasons for opposing thn control 


of tbe canal by the United Btatea 
Government ami delaying its con- 
struction are not far to seek 
They 
are akin to the reasons that prevented 
our acquisition of St. Thomas or Sa- 
mana Bay, and are at present con- 
demning tbe inhabitants of Hawaii to 
apprehension and mental suffering. 
In general, those who have opposed 
or do oppose any one of tbe above 
mentioned meaati of increasing our 
sea power have or do oppose all tbe 
others. 


Those who have watched the won- 


derful growth of traffic on our lakes. 
as measured by General Poe's annual 
reports <>f tonnage parsing through 
the St. Mary's rails Canal, know tlmt 
for tbe eight years ending with 1893 
about two mil.ion more tons of ship 
ping pas-ed between Lake Superior 
and tbe lower lakes than through tbe 
Suez Canal, anil for la-t year it is 
doubtful If the service between Europe 
and the East will have acquired over 
60 per cent of the tonnage employed 
in tbe freightage of what a few years 
ago was the wilderness w^et of tbe 
outlet of Lake Superior. No one can 
doubt that if tbe business of tbe peo- 
ple around the shores of Lake Superi- 
or requires tbe passage of over thir- 
teen million net registered tons of 
shipping, the interchanges between 
tbe Atlantic and Pacific Coasts will 
employ at least an equal tonnage. 
The mass of this business wilt not 


be diverted from other channels. 
Nearly all of it will be built up by tbe 
cheaper freights developed by the 
canal; and as 94 per cent, of tbe ship- 
ping on the lakes is built In American 
yards and owned by Americans, so 
about 94 per cent, of the tonnage car- 
rying freight and passengers between 
tbt east and west-coasts will be built 
and owned by Americans. Tbe trade 
on the lakes is a coasting trade and 
coasting laws will apply to tbe car- 
riage of freight and passengers be- 
tween our ports from Alaska to San 
Diego, on the Pacific, and those on 
the Gulf and Atlantic coasts. This 
will as surely give us control of the 
intermediate carrying trade as the 
restriction clause of our laws of 1817 
gave us two-thirds of the carrying 
trade between this country and Eng- 
land, until its abrogation at tbe close 
of 1849. 
The demand for new ships to carry 
this new trade will create a ship- 
building industry on our seaboard 
many times greater than that on our 
lakes, and as tbe rapid development 
of that industry, joined with orders 
for warships, led to Improvements in 
our steel producing machinery that 
reduced tbe cost of steel in this coun- 
try to about half of what it was, we 
may expect that a further extension 
of t-bipbuildlng in this country will 
justify additional reductions. 
The 


additions to carrying power on tbe 
ocean will surely reduce the cost of 
freight and passage—a reduction that 
will absorb tbe profits of a large pro- 
portion of the British mercantile ma- 
rine. Besides this, there is the ever 
present danger that If our shipyards 
are once established with abundant 
capital it will be truthfully said t.f 
American ships, as is now said of 
American 
locomotives, that they 


"run further in a given time, pull 
more, cost less for repairs, burn less 
fuel in proportion to loads hauled, and 
last longer than English locomotives 
do." 


All of this will be verv distasteful 


to the sul.jects of Queen Victoria^ no 
part of whose policy it Is to cheapen 
Anything except wages and such raw 
produce as they have to buy. Hence 
every service that they can command 
is devoted to delaying the completion 
of the canal and softening the btow to 
their interests that will follow its 
opening. For years they have ob- 
structed the maritime interests of 
other nations both by their large sub- 
sidies and by tbe sales of their ve*8f Is; 
for, as relaU-d by Schiller in bis "Re- 
volt of the Netherlands " the pur 
chases of Philip from the Dutch made 
every effort of bis to feubdue tbem add 
to their strength, and, as pointed out 
by E'iward AlkiuHou, tbe gold with 
which tbe English subsidized their 
allies in the Napoleonic wars returned 
to them in payment for manufactured 
goods, BO tbe sale of their ships for 
Foreign lines does but add to their 
maritime strength—their second line 
of delenne in oa«e of war.

NINE SENTENCES. 


No More Military Prisoners Anxi-

victed of treason by the Military 
Commission were sentenced yes- 
terday.

Keaunui, Kalomono, Pehu, Kea- 
nmpohaku, Kamaka and Aikike, 
and each of them was sentenced to 
five years imprisonment with hard 
labor, the fine of $5000 being re- 
mitted as in other similar cases. 
Kama and Kabalahiwa pleaded 
not guilty before the Court while 
the others pleaded guilty. In con- 
sideration of the fact that the two 
former bad testified in other cafes 
in behalf of tbe Government tbe 
sentences were all made alike. 
This closes tbe list of tbe convic- 
tions before the Military Court and 
the last prisoner hns been sen- 
tenced.

ple continue to have free entrance 
in New York. Americans talk of 
their country being used as a 
dumping-ground, when it is the 
fault of no one but themselves that 
such is the cape. 


THE lieutenants of the regulars 


make a good point in the fact that 
they are always to be regarded as 
in active service. It also suggests 
that the training of the regulars, 
from the privates up to the highest 
officer of the military, should be 
such as to equip them for an emer- 
gency that calls them to work in 
the hill? as well as the protection 
of

In the matter of payment, if the 
salaries of the senior officers and 
privates are on a par with those of 
similar rank in the United State's, 
it is not consistent to discriminate 
against the lieutenants on whom 
much of the routine and confining 
work of barracks life falls.

but let that barrier be presented 
the same to all foreigners.

Hungarians hare caused the United 
Stales quite as much trouble as 
might be expected from the Japan- 
ese or Chinese, just as a certain 
class of Europeans and Americans 
are less desirable citizens in this 
country thanmany of the Orientals 


Raise the standard as high as 


seems necessary to protect the re- 
sults—brought about by the intelli-

s An instance particularly pertin- 


ent to the present situation in this 
country, is found in a case brought 
before the Queen's bench as a re- 
sult of the Jamaica rebellion of 
1865. 
Martial law had been de- 


clared in those portions of the 
country where the rebel spirit cen- 
tered. 
In the course cf the sup- 


pression of the uprising the Gov 
ernor of the island subjected a Brit- 
ish subject to imprisonment, flog- 
ging and deportation from the col- 
ony. 
After martial Liw bad been 


revoked, this man brought suit 
against the Governor of Jamaica, 
who sought protection under aii 
indemnity act the legality of which 
was upheld by the court. 
In rend- 


ering the decision of the court the 
judge called attention to the fact 
that for the Governor to act,during 
a time of peril, within the precise 
limits of the law of ordinary peace 
would be a difficult and impossible 
task and to hesitate or temporize 
might 
entail 
disastrous conse- 


quences. 
"It is manifest, how- 


ever, that there may be occasions 
in which the necessity of the case 
demands prompt and speedy action 
for the maintenance of law and 
order at whatever risk and where 
the Governor may be compelled 
unless he shirk from the discharge 
of a paramount duty, to exercise 
de facto powers which the legisla- 
ture would assuredly have con- 
tided to him if the emergency 
could have been foreseen, trusting 
that whatever he has honestly done 
for the safety of the state, will 
be ratified 
by 
an 
act 
of 
in- 


demnity 
and 
oblivion. 
There 


may not be time to appeal to 
the Legislature for special powers. 
The Governor may have, on his own 
responsibility, to arm loyal sub- 
jects, to seize or secure arms, to de- 
tain suspected persons aud even 
to meet armed force with armed 
force in the open field.

the Empress and the ladies of the 
court spend several hours each d,iy 
making bandages and other useful 
articles for use among the sick and 
wounded. 


The surgical operations are car- 


ried on with every possible care to 
assuage pain and suffering, the 
common 
soldier 
being attended 


with the same care as the officers 
of the army. Every soldier in the 
field carries with him a package of 
disinfectant bandages, so that they 
may dress their own wounds or 
those of their fellow soldiers, thus 
oftentimes preventing the misery 
attendant to wounds that become 
serious through lack of prompt and 
proper care. 


Although the Japanese soldiers 


may have let the spirit of revenge 
lead them to unfortunate action in 
a few instances, the kind treatment 
of helpless and maimed prisoners 
put at tbe mercy of their enemies 
will command the respect and ap- 
probation of the world of nations. 
The conduct of the hospitals must 
naturally bo taken to display the 
true spirit of any nation, rather 
than the action of a body of men 
in the heat of battle, where death 
threatens them on every hand. 
If 


blood must be shed to bring the^e 
traits of Japanese character before 
the world, the present war is in 
many respects a happy event in tho 
history of their race and nation.

In the clerk's office of the Supreme 


Court may be found the document* iu 
a case which was tried a littlt over 
twenty years ago und which appears 
in tbe official record by the title "Hex 
vs. Kahoalii." This case, iu all ita 
essential features, is so pertinent to 
recent events aud bo suggestive and 
instructive withal as to make it desir- 
able that the story should be retold at 
the present time. 


Although, owing to Us mtriusic im- 


portance and the then existiugetate of 
public feeling, the case referred to at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, it 
seems to have passed almost entirely 
out of the mind and memory of those 
who lived here at the time, while of 
the large number of persons who have 
come among us since, there arc very- 
few who have ever even heard of it. 
For the benefit of those who may not 
be familiar with the history of twenty 
years or more ago, as well as to pre- 
sent a more clear and connected nar- 
rative, it will be well to relate, as 
briefly as may be, the events which 
immediately preceded and led up to 
the case in question. 
On the 3d of February, 1874, King 


Lunalilo died after a reigu of only one 
year and twenty five days, leaving uo 
heir and having failed during his life- 
time to appoint a successor, as by the 
provisions of the 
Constitution he 


might have done. Under these circum- 
stances it devolved upon the Legisla- 
ture, which had just been elected but 
ha«l not yet met, to fill the vacancy, it 
being the duty of tbe Ministers of the 
late King, who naturally held over 
during tbe interreguum, to call that 
body together for the purpose. Two 
candidatesimmediately declared them- 
selves—David Kalakaua and Dowager 
Queen Emma, widow of Kamehameha 
IV.Without going iuto details, it is suf- 
ficiently accurate to fiiy that, as a 
general thing, Kalakaua' was support- 
ed by tbe resident American influence 
and "Emma by tbe British. It was 
also claimed, and was probably true, 
that a decided majority of the native 
electorate favored the latter. 


The campaign which followed was

Unfortunately 
for Kahoolii, 
the 


views held in official circles at that 
time on the subject of appealing to 
foreign powers to overthrow the exist 
ing government were quite different 
from those which have prevailed for 
the past two years. 
Although the 


movement had never got beyond tbe 
embryonic stage, tbe petition having 
never been presented to the persou to 
whom 
it was addressed, he was 


promptly arrested aud indicted for 
treason. He was brought to trial at 
tbe October term of the Supreme Court 
before the late Judge Harris and a 
native jury, of which F. Pahia was 
foreman, the prosecution being cou- 
ducted byR H. Stanley, the Attorney- 
General, and the defense by the late 
J. Porter Green and a native Lawyer 
named Kauai. 
The evidence being 


all in and the case summed up by the 
respective counsel, tbe defense sub- 
mitted a written 
memorandum of 


points which they asked to have in- 
cluded in the charge to tbe jury. 


These were six in number, the most 


important being in subMtauce that as 
the petition had never been presented 
there had been no overt act of treason 
committed within the meaning of the 
statute. 
The Court instructed the 


jury that they need consider but two 
points, fimt, Was the defendant tbe 
author of the petition, and second. If 
so, was it wiitten with the intent and 
for the purpose therein set forth? If so, 
liis act was clearly within the mean- 
ing of the law. 
It only remained for 


the jury to consider the sufficiency of 
the evidence. 
Acting on thet*e in- 


structions, the jury, composed it will 
be remembered eutirely ol Hawaiiaus, 
retired aud, after being out tweDty- 
five minutes, returned a unanimous 
verdict of guilty. Death being at that 
time tho statutory penalty for treason, 
the prisoner was sentenced to be 
handed 
This sentence was afterward 


commuted to imprisonment. While 
in prison servmg out his sentence, 
Kahoalii developed'leprosy, was trans 
ferred to the leper settlement on Molo 
kai and there ended his days.

At tbe regular meeting of the Board 


of Health held yesterday afternoon 
there were present President W. O. 
Smith, T. F. Lansing, Dr. N. B. Em- 
erson, J. T. Waterhouse, Dr Wood, 
Dr. Day, John Ena, Health Officer 
Reynolds and R. W. Meyer, agent of 
the Board at Molokai. 


Tbe minutes of the previous meet- 


ing were read and approved. 


President Smith reported in relation 


to the matter of the expiration of Dr. 
Goto's engagement that he had writ- 
ten lo Dr. Goto and aUo to Dr. Mor- 
itz anil Dr. Oliver, asking that the 
Board be furnished with a report on 
the cases treated by Dr. Goto and 
which were tbe subject of two former 
reports. 


Dr. W. T. Moot.arrat'8 leport of ani- 


mals slaughtered daring the week 
showed 139 bullocks, 31 calves, and 
120 sheep, of which 91 bullocks and 4 
calves had flake liver, while one bul- 
lock was affected with fluke nbsce?s. 
From the report of Agt-nt Meyer, it 
appears that the expenses of the Leper 
Settlement for the month ending on 
February 281 h were $841.55. 
In tbe matter of the applications of 


Kalin. K"le Kaulia, Kalama Kanae 
and Keulalaina to be allowed to go to 
Molokai a* kokuas, tbe Board granted 
tbe two latter, but refused the others. 
These applications brought up the 
whole subject of the advisability of 
allowing kokuas at the settlement, 
and a long discussion ensueri, in which 
all the members of tbe Board took 
part. 
A report from Ambrose Hutchinpon, 


acting Superintendent of the Leper 
Settlement, In tegard to evening per- 
formances at Beretania Hall, was read 
and filed, as was also a letter from 
Father Conrady about marriage li- 
cences! 
A numerously signed petition was 


received, asking that a license to sell 
awa be granted to some one at the 
-settlement, 
Tbe board denied the 


petition. 
Tbe petition of Lahela (w) to have 


her seven-year-old sister placed in the 
Kaplolaut Home was granted, upon 
proper proof being made to the ex- 
ecutive officer. 
A communication from Gulstan, 


Bishop of PanapoIiSt was received, 
fltatlnir that the cost of bringing-four 
Catholic Brothers for the Bo>s'Home 
at Kalawao from France to the Isl- 
ands would be $1000, which amount 
was voted by thw board for that pur- 
po«e. 
Beferring to the subject of drawing 


Tip a xet of rules for tue government 
of the Home for Boys aud Men at the 
settleroe t, President 
Htnith stated 
that he had discussed the matter wii.b 
Mr. Meyer Mnce his arrival, and that 
durli g his two weeks' stay In the city 
a net of rules would be formulated 
and presented to tbe board for cousid- 
eration. 
Mr. Reynolds reported 
that 100 


tubes of vaccine virus was being re- 
ceived by each steamerfrom the south 
and thai it was sufflcu ut for all pres- 
ent purposes. 


A letter from Dr. Warren Meiners, 


at Freeport, Maine, received by Presi 
dent Dole and referred to th« Board of 
Health, was read and filed. The letter 
inquired the opportunities for physi- 
cians iu Honolulu, and prt-sntu-d a 
long list of accomplishments and refer- 
ences possessed by tbe gentU man. 


Dr. Wood, as a member of the Ex- 


amining Boatd at the Kail hi Receiv- 
ing Station, reported tn favor of adopt- 
ing rules for the guidance of tbe board 
iu making examinations of supposed 
lepers. He Mated that at pre-ent no 
rules were ID force except a resolution 
of the Board of Health that no com- 
mitment should ba made without tbe 
couseut of three physicians. He was 
in favor of Increasing the number of 
examiners 
to five, of whom four 
should be fully agreed on the case. 
Dr. Day stated that It was the in- 
tention of the local physicians to hold 
their proposed first annual conference 
in this city In the month of May, and 
suggexU-d that the board send an in- 
vitation to all Government physicians 
to attend. 
Secretary Wilc^'X wa* In- 


struuted to send type-written copies 
of puch an iuvitation to each physi- 
cian in tbe Government employ. 


President Smith notified the board 
that he would probably be ahwent on 
Maul next ,weefc on o'ffiVlal bu-iness, 
and that in »uch case (here would be 
no meeting of the hoard next week. 


ORTUGUESE ON THE 
WAY. 


Nine Hundred or More Expected 


Early Next Month. 


The result of M nister Tburetou'e 


efforts in the matter of encouraging 
Portuguese immigration will be- 
come apparent much sooner than 
is generally expected. The German 
steamer Brannfels is now on the 
way from the Azores with nbout 600 
able-bodied 
Portuguese, who are 


coming to work on sugar planta- 
tions under the terma agreed on by 
Mr. ThiKBton and reprepcntaiives 
of tbe 
Portuguese 
Government.

Tbe Boards of Health and Im- 


migration are already linking ar- 
rangements for the reception of this 
large addition to the population of 
tbe islands, but are in somewhat 
of a quandary where to put tbem, 
many of tbe old buildings formerly 
used by tho Immigration Depart- 
ment for such purposes having been 
rented to native tenants. 
It i»- 


inore than likely that special ac- 
commodations will be arranged for 
tbem at the Quarantine .Station, 
although they cannot be regularly 
quarantined unless some infectious 
disease should have broken out on 
the voyage. 
The Braunfels left 


the Azores on February 6ib, and is 
expected to make the passage in 
about sixty days. 


THE KILAUEA 
HOU. 


After Hard Work Saves a Portion 


of the Kihalani's Machinery. 
The steamer Kilauea Hou ar- 


rived yesterday morning after hav- 
ing been twenty-six days away 
from this port. Two wetks were 
spent in tbe vicinity of Hakalau 
awaiting weather favorable to tbe 
heaving of the Kihalani's machin- 
ery from the rocks iu which it has 
been cradled for so long a time. 


The Kilauea Hou approached to 


within fifteen feet of the place where 
the machinery was and divers were 
set to work at once. A chain was at- 
tached to the large ftoiler and an 
attempt made to get it out, but the 
chain parted and it became neces- 
sary to repeat the operation. It 
was finally hauled up alongside 
and taken to Hilo where, with the 
assistance of the steamer Hawaii, 
it was hoisted aboard. 
Besides 


thie, the donkey boiler, the pump, 
whistle and gong were brought to 
Honolulu. 
- While the Kilauea Hou was at 
Hilo she towed out the bark San- 
tiago and discharged the ballast 
from the ship Levi Bnrge??. Aside 
from this she took 9704 bags of 
sugar from Hakalau and IVpeekeo 
for the above two vessels. 


It is probable that sbe will pail 


at the end of the week for Hakalau 
where an attempt will be made to 
get at the remainder of the ma- 
chinery of the Kihalani. 


MEDICAL CONFERENCE 


Government Physicians Prom All 


Parts of the Islands Invited. 
The physicians of this city and 


vicinity have long been working on 
a.proposition looking to the estab- 
lishment of annual medical confer- 
ences, at which a general inter- 
change of ideas may be had for 
mutual benefit and instruction. The 
first of these has been arranged for 
May 2Sd next, and so pleased are 
the members of the Board of Health 
with the idea and the results likely 
to accrue from it that its- secretary 
has been ordered to extend a gen- 
eral invitation to all physicians in 
the employ of the Government to 
attend. 
While of course all could 


not do so, it is expected that the 
majority will. 


One of the main features of the 


conferences will be the reading of 
papers ou particular fcubjects by 
those attending, each physician 
being invited to prepare a paper 
on the theme chosen iu advance or 
on some particular one of his own. 
The subject decided on at the com- 
ing conference is "Leprosy," on 
which each physician has been 
at-ked to write a thesis giving his 
observations and 
mode of treat- 


ment. An excursion to Kalaupapa 
hap also been ppoken of in connec- 
tion with the conference.

In the case of Statira A. Newell, 


Erne J. Newell, Carolyn A. Newell 
and Blanche E. Newell, plaintiffs, 
vs. John M. Horner, defendant, 
heard at the December term of the 
the Supreme Court before Chief 
Justice Judd, 
Associate Justice 


Bickerton and Circuit Judge Whit- 
ing, who sat in place of Mr. Justice 
Frear, absent from illness, 
the 


court filed a partial decision yes- 
terday morning. 


The 6uit originated in tho lower 


court by the filing of a complaint 
by the heirs of one Thomas Newell, 
who in 1879 obtained judgment in 
the case against John M. Horner 
and one E. L. Beard in the District 
Court of the Fourth Judicial Dis- 
trict of the State of California for 
the sum of $2,547 57, with interest 
and costs. On t'.j 28ih of Septem- 
ber, 1890, although the defendants 
had paid some $1400 on the judg- 
ment, there still remained 
due 


$4,008 17, the interest at 7 per 
cent running the figures up to that 
amount. 


In 1883 the original plaintiff, 


Thomas Newell, died-, leaving a will 
bequeathing the judgment against 
Horner to his heirs 
mentioned 


above. 
Oa the 21st of February, 


1893, the heirs sold and assigned 
the judgment to James A. Low, 
who has been unable to collect any- 
thing. The defendant, who left the 
State of California in 1879, is now a 
resident of these islands. To pro- 
tect their assignee th'e heirs brought 
suit in the Circuit Court, to which 
the defendant demurred ou the 
three grounds: 


First:—That 
the 
declaration 


bhows no privity of c mtraot or of 
obligation between |ilii.intilf.-* and 
defendant. 


Second:—That plaintiffs 
have 


no right, as the legatees of the 
judgment mentioned in said d 
claration, to maintain an actio 
thereon in their o*n names. 


Third :—That it appears by said 


declaration 
that the 
judgment 


mentioned is barred and outlawed 
by the statutes of limitations, both 
of California and Hawaii, and no 
action can be maintained thereon. 


The lower Court sustained this 


demrrrer 
and 
exceptions 
were 


taken. 


The Supreme Court in its decis- 


ion says: 


"We are not favored with an ar- 


gument 
on the various points, 


plaintiffs' coansel conceding that 
the complaint was demurrab'e in 
some respects, but we were asked to 
determine whether administration 
could be granted in this country 
upon an estate whose only assets 
were a judgment. As this question 
is not rait-ed by the pleadings, our 
opinion upon it would be obiter 
dictum, and we would not be au- 
thorized to express it. In order to 
make our record complete and meet 
the issues presented, we sustain 
the demurrer upon the first and 
second counts. As to the third 
point, we do not feel called upon to 
decide so important a matter with 
out further argument. 


The decision is written by the 


Chief Justice, and is unanimous. 
Paul Neumann for plaintiffs and C. 
W. Ashford for defendant.
